Nearly every agent in town has notified the 
presi lent that should he wish to sell he has 
but to say so and a desirable purchaser will at 
once be found. They all realize the advan- 
tavesin the way of adv rtisement to be se- 
cured by pl icing the president Ss property upon 
their books, Though nothing yet has been 
done it can be stated that Oak View will be 
gold before next spring at a handsome-profit on 
the origina investment. ; 

Several gentlemen of means are just now 
paying attention to the property, and one of 
then | no doubt secure it when the presi 
dent vacates, as he will do shortly after the 
‘naneuration of General Harrison. The report 
has been current here that an agent of the 

Vanderbilts is now engaged in looking over 
Washington real estate with a view either to 
purchasing @ house or a bullding Site upon 

which to erect a residence. humor has it that 
this agent has made a trip to Oak View with 
the idea of buying that property for his clients, 
but this story receives litile credence, for the 
reason that the Vanderbilts, if they really 
want 2 Washington house, are believed to de- 
sire a distinctively winter residence, and not a 
suburban villa.

A or oud ie “| of CUrIOSILY has peen expresses 
as to the value which the president sets upon 
his country place. He has intimated that it 
wil] take at least $150,000 to buy it, and there 
js no doubt that itis worth every cent of that 
amount. This sum, however, represents quite 
2) per cent proiit on the orignal investment, 
‘The president paid $21,500 for Oak View when 
it was hardly more than an inclosure of unim- 
proved suburban land. He practically rebuilt 
the house, erected fine stables, fenced the 

lace handsomely and graded every foot of the 
lead. He is said to have spent nearly 330,000 
in this work, and the property must, therefore, 
represent ay outlay of at least $50,000. 

Since he purchased the estate, land north- 
west of the city has advanced in price with 
great rapidity, in some quarters doubling in 
value ina single year. A piece of property 
embracing nineteen acres, adjoining thie 
president’s place, but not so eligibly located, 
was purchased two years since by Gardner 
Hubbard for $25,000. He has since refused 
£10).000 for it. Land all about Oak View is 
valued at from 20 to 50 cents per square foot, 
and the president’s place, fronting on two 
roads that will be broad boulevards in the 
future, is particularly well suited for subdivid- 
ing into building lots. It embraces thirty 
acres, Which at 30 cents per square foot, would 
amount to nearly $400,000, 

Secretary Whitney purchased his handsome 
ace, Grasslands, three years ago for $50,000. 
i embraced 100 acres. A year ago he sold to 
a Washington syndicate twenty-five acres for 
$37,500, and shortly afterward he disposed of 
the remainder, including all the improve- 
ments, for $75,000 to Colonel Ryan, a wealihy 
cotton planter of South Carolina, thus clearing 
$82,000 on the transaction. He now leases the 
property at a rental of $3,500 per annum, but 
will vacate itin thespring.

Be hai:aber walls 
should be sponzed and washed with a solution 
bi-chloride of mercury, and such articles as shects, 
Pillow cas®s and blankets should be first plunged 
in disiniecting solution and afterwards put in boil- 
lug water... Wearing apparel hanging in closets ad- 
Jacent to bed chambers; carpets of bed chambers 
and rugs in bed chambers shouid be subject to dis 
infection by steaming. All houses should be ex- 
to air cporrentsas muchas possible. Uphol- 
siered furniture should be treated by spraying with 
bi-chloride of mercury solution. Please notify me 
by telegraph when the city council passes the or- 
dinance enclosed in yesterday’s ietter, 

The ordinance referred to is as follows: 

Whereas, article 3, of sect on 4; of the act of May 
5, 1887, authorizes the city council to make reguia- 
tious to secure the general health of we inhabi- 
tants, end to prevent and remove nuisances. and fcr 
olher purposes: 

Therefore be it ordained by the city council of the 
city of Jacksonville t'iat,in order to secure the general 
health of the inhabitants of this Gity, it shali be 
lawful for any person to refuse to give up, 1 
ceal, or io remove any article in any house own 
or occupied by such inhabitant, which shailbk 
declared to be iniected hr yellow fever by th 
board of health of the connty of Duval, city 
mhysicap, or by any officer of the United 
Bates government cooperating with said 
poard of health, or whh the eity conneil 
of this city. That within ten days from the date 
ofthis ordinance, or as soon thereafter as may be 
practicable, every householder having in his pos- 
session any article believed to be, or declared to be, 
infected, shall forthwith report -the same to the 
oflicer of the United States government designated 
as having charge of the government relief measures 
in this city, and in case any such article is directed 
to be destroyed by fire, said article or articles shal! 
be appraised by such board of appraisers as shali be 
agreed upon between the city council and the oii- 
cer representing the United States, and payment for 
same to be guaranteed by the government of the 
United States, 

All bedding and pillows and bed clothing, and 
other articles which shall be declared by the health 
authorities to be infected and liable fo commun l- 
cate d'seage, are hereby declured to be nuisances, 
and the city authorities are hereby authorized to 
seize the same and condemn the same to be elther 
disinfected or destroyed, and possession of such ar- 
ticles, after they are deciared to be infected, shall 
be misdemeanor, and on. conviction thereof the 
person or persons in possession shall be fined not 
exceeding $110 or imprisoned not exceeding thirty 
dais. Articles so seized or surrendered, or so con 
demned, will be paid for by the United States under 
the regulations to be published by the surgeon. 
general Of the marine hospital service. 

Any person concealing articles 
known to be infected, or violating any other ciause 
of this act, shall, upon conyictio ereof, before 
any municipal court, forfeit and pay into the cit) 
treasury the sum of one hundred do!lars, orsufler 
imprisonmeut for a period not exceeding thirty 
days, or both, at the discretion of the court, 

It is further declared to be unlawful tor any per- 
son to carry through the streets of said city, or cause 
to be removed from house to héuse, any infected 
artivie without having permit for such removal 
rom the county or city board of health, or medical 
officer In charge of the government relief measures, 
In houses where yellow fever has appeared at any 
time within a peried of six months, articles therein

Wicnita, Kan., November 20.—The depop- 
ulation of western Kansas continues with won- 
derful rapidity. Richard L. Bentley, repre- 
senting the St. Louis mercantile company, 
who has been over much of the western part 
of the state, in whatis knownasthe ‘‘New 
Country.’ isin this city. He says thatin 
Ness City, Dighton, Scott City, and many 
other places, not 100 people will winter in 
any of the towns. Two years ago most 
of the towns had from 500 to 2,000 
inhabitants each,but the streets andjalmost the 
entire villages are deserted, and the few in- 
habitants left are unable to get away. A year 
ago these people passed a winter almost with- 


the beginning of cold weather till spring. Al- 
ready the fatal blizzards have set in and one 
or two fearful storms have swept the plains, 
killimg much stock. The people are dis- 
couraged and heartbroken. They raised no 
crops this year, and have been compelled to 
leave their homes from the fear of starvation.

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| BARRY'S CHARGES” 


AGAINST THE ADMINISTRATION OF 
MR. POWDERLY, 


WILL THERE BE A SPLITIN THE RANKS 


Barry Claims That He Has Been Un- 
justly Dealt With. aud That He Will 
Form a New Organization. 


Mr. 


INDIANAPOLIS, November 20.—That Mr. 
Powderly’s is the ruling mind in this general 
assembly of Knights of Labor; has been evi- 
dent for some time, and it was more than ever 
apparent at the morning session today. It was 
stated yesterday that Mr. Powderly had signi- 
fied his willingness to continue in office under 
certain conditions. The report of the commit- 
tee on law was submitted, and was exactly in 
accordance with the conditions expressed by 
Mr. Powderly. ‘The “one man power’’ advo- 
cated by him in his annual address, is having 
effect. Section 15 of article 3, of the constitu- 
tion, was amended by the committee to provide 
that the clective ofticers shall be the general 
master workman, general worthy foreman, 
general secretary treasurer, and general 
director of womans’ work. The 
general executive board shall consist of four 
members besides the general master work- 
man, and tlie general co-operative board shall 
consist of two members besides general worthy 
foreman. <All except the general executive 
board and the general co-operative board shall 
be taken from the floor of the general assem- 
bly and, when elected, shall serve two years. 
This is a reduction of two members in each 
board, besides the union of the offices of secre- 

tary and secretary and treasurer, and is that 
much of saving in expense. But the place 
where Powerly’s influence most appears is im 
section 16 of the same article, which will here- 
after provide that the general master workman 
shall be chairman ex-oflicio of the general 
executive board, and shall, as soon as practi- 
cable, submit to the general assembly the 
names of eight persons, eligible under the 
constitution, from which the general assembly 
shall select four members; this shall be done 
as soon as possible and at the same session at 
which the general master workman is elected. 

This action further provides that the general 
worthy foreman shall be ex-officio chairman of 
the gencrai co-operative board and that he 
shall submit to the general assembly four 
names from which they shall elect two, who 
will constitute the board. On the floor a pro- 
longed debate followed the introduction of 
these amendments. It was desired to reduce 
the terms of oftice and te change the size of the 
board, but such propositions were defeated and 
the report of the committee was adopted by 
more than the required two-tliirds majority. 

General Master Workman Powderly and 
General Worthy Foreman Richard Griffiths, 
of Chicago, will probably be retained in their 
present positions, and will, under the new 
laws, select their own advisers. 

The committee on law still had the floor 
when the noon recess was taken, and it has 
enough work cut out for the convention to 
take up all the time for the rest of the week, 
if not longer, 

Tie afternoon session was taken up by the 
commmittee on law with many changes of the 
constitution. Contrary to the recommenda- 
tion of Mr. Powderiy the time of meeting is 
unchanged, which is the first action yet taken 

against his will... The general masterwork- 
man shall hereafter fill all vacancies on the 
board by appointment,this being a new power 
added to the oflice. Itis now proper for any 
member of the general executive board to ap- 
prove reports of the secretary and treasurer, 

although that was formerly permitted only to 
the general masterworkman. The general 
assembly so desiring, may hereafter declare 
vacant any place on the board and it can do so 
without, at the same time, ex ling the officer 
so removed, Before the appointment the or- 
ganizers must proper examination. 
This same committee reported the approval 
of “tr. Powderly’s denunciation of the provis- 
Ou ommittee. 

A resolution indorsing the Industrial News 
of Toledo, the paperof J. M. Bloomer, expelled 
yesterday, was withdrawn. ‘Tle mileage com- 
mittee reported the total mileage of general 
assembly to be 180,820 miles, and the Sint 
to be paid $7,5%. The gteatest disfsnce 
traveled is by Delegate Delwarte, of Belgiuin, 
mileage reaches 8,514.

The Duty on Rough Rice, 
WASHINGTON, November 20.—Correspon] 
ence has passed between the treasury depart 
ment and the collector of customs at New 
York in regard to certain eytries for drawback 
on cleaned rice exported by a New York firm. 
It appears, says the secretary, that the exist- 
ing drawback on cleaned rice, viz: $1.65 per 
hundred pounds, if applied to exportations 
covered by entries in question, would result in 
an allowance of a greater amount than the 
duty paid on the quantity of imported rough 
rice shown by the entries to have been used in 
tire production of cleaned rice exported. It 
appears further, says the secretary, that inas- 
much as in a great majority of cases the wast- 
age incurred in the cleaning of rice is not less, 
but rather greater than the percentage (10 per 
cént) on which the existing rate is based, 
éwher the-reugh rice used in the production 
of the article exported, under said entries, was 
imported in a condition exceptionally free from 
impurities, or the quantity actually used was 
underestimated by the manufacturers. The 
collector recommends that the existing rate be 
maintained, but that the particular entries in 
question be liquidated ou a basis of uncleaned 
rice used us stated in the manufacturers affi- 
davit. The department has approved this 
recommendation and authorized the collector 
to act accordingly.

Johu Dillon said he thought the time had 
come to take a broad view of the Ashbourne 
act and show the British taxpayer what ad- 
vances might be asked and the nature of 
security forthem. He hoped the debate had 
resulted in'waking up the taxpayers to the im- 
minence of the danger of finding themselves 
committed to the scheme of landlord purchase 
Without fee guarantees. 

It was astounding to hear the tories speak 
with fervor about the creation of a peasant 
proprietary, at the same time charging the 
peasants with trying to frustrate a measure 
which was directed to that end. Among the 
first principles of the league stood peasant 
proprietary. The league aimed to procure 
such an alteration in the law as would enable 
every occupier of land to become an owner.

THE PARNELL COMMISSION. 
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The Attorrey-Geteral Complains of Dime 
culty of Getting Witnesses. 

Lonpon, November 20.—The Parnell come 
mission resumed its sitting today. Attorney- 
General Webster, counsel for the Times, :o.7- 
plained of the ditliculty experienced in brince 
ing forward wiine- ees from t'e Cowntyherr:. 
He called the judge’s attention te the art cle 
in the Kerry Sentinel (Mr. kuward Harr'ny- 
ton’s paper), which stated that ‘the jud es 
composing the Parnell commission were siiew- 
ing signs of measles now. although at the o:¢ te 
ing of the inquiry they had appeared to be 
spotless. ‘The judges were the creatures f a 
conspiracy entered into by the government and 
the Times, and were manifestly unableto val 
their prejndices.’”” Tho attorney-cenera’ ap- 
pealed to the court to take action in the mat- 
ter, as such publications tended to defeat 
justice, andamounted tothe grossest contempt. 
Mr. Reid, in behalf of Mr. Harrington, com- 
plained that no notice of a charge o! this 
charac er had been given them, and it was ab- 
solutely impossibie to make answer at pres- 
ent. He asked that the matter be adjourned 
until tomorrow. The presiding Judge Han- 
nen, and the attorney-general, both agreed ta 
this, and the matter stood over. The exami- 
uation of witnesses was then resumed. 

Farmer Culloty, of Castle Island, County 
Kerry, testified*that because he had se-ved 
notices on tenants in 1882, two men visited him 
and one ofjfthem struck him with a spade and 
tie other shot him in the leg. The leg had to 
be amputated. He was afterward bv yvotted. 
On cross-examination he said quarters of the 
nearest braneh of the league was six miles dise 
tant from his farm. He considered that rents 
throughout Kerry were too high. He denied 
that the two men who. attacker him were 
relatives of @ servant girl whom he had 
wronged. 

Coustable McCarty testitied that he searched 
the house of a man named McMahon. who was 
treasurer of a branch of the league and found 
a nuinber of papers. A letter was here pro- 
duced and handed to the clerk to be marked 
for the purpose of identification, Lut was not 
put in evidence. 

Sir Charles Russell, counsel for the Parnell- 
ites, asked to see the letter. Attorney Gen- 
eral Webster objected, saying that counsel was 
not entitled to see it uniil it was read. 

Mr. Russell maintained that he was entitled 
to see iten its way to the witness. Ifé said 
there was no such athing as marking docu- 
ments beh’: d the counsel’s back. 

Justices Hannen observed that it was the 
usual custom to allow opposing counsel to see 
documents in order that they may say whether 
they cbject to them or not. 

The attorney general said he would persist 
in his refusal to allow Sir Charles Russell -to 
see the document unless the court ruled other. 
wise. 

There was a short consultation between the 
judges, and Justice Hannen said the court was 
of the opinion that it was a matter of courtesy. 

The attorney general adhered to the refusal, 
remarking that there were reasons why Sir 
Charies Russell should not see the letter until 
it was put in as evidence. 

(ther witnesses from Kerry were then oxame 
ined, allof whom attributed the outrages in 
that county to the instigation of the league.

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Possibilities and Probabilities. 

Several correspondents have written to 
us recently asking if it is true that the re- 
publican majority in congress will attempt 
to organize another reconstruction crusade 
in the south. 

We have already discussed this question, 
and the outcome of the discussion is that 
nobody knows what the republicans will do, 
not even the republicans themselves. The 
whole matter depends on the president- 
elect. 

If General Harrison {sa patriot instead 
of a partisan, there will be notrouble what- 
ever; if he is a partisan instead of a patriot, 
the old sectional issues will be revived, and 
the entire session of the new congress will 
be in the nature of a bloody shirt campaign. 

But there are one or two reasons why we 
believe that the south has nothing to fear. 
In the first place, the majorities by which 
the republican party was returned to power 
are exiremely stender. The parties are so 
evenly divided at the north that the repub- 
licans will hesitate long before they make 
up their minds to shock the sensibilities of 
the conservative citizens and business men 
of that section by stirring the embers of sec- 
tional strife and prejudice. 

In the second place, the south {fs safe if 
Samuel J. Randall keeps his health and 
strencth. Some of the small-fry editors and 
politicians have abused him for having views 
of his own, but he is just as ready to do bat- 
tle for the south as he was in those memor- 
able days when, almost alone, he stood as a 
barrier between the people of the south and 
the radical] crew that was trying to humiliate 
them. 

At that time the republican majority wa 
much larger than it will be in the new con- 
gress, but even the large majority could not 
overcome the splendid tactics and fiery en- 
ergy of this incomparable leader. When 
the south is attacked Samuel J. Randall will 
be heard from.

In his brief letter to the Augusta Chron- 
icle, he referred the editor thereof to his 
speeches, which he described as ‘‘accessi- 
ble.”’ ‘There is no doubt that the speeches 
are accessible, but they do not contain the 
information which the editor of the Chron- 
icle and a great many otlier people are in 
search of. 

General Larrison’s little campaign tour 
was in the nature of a pleasant excursion. 
He enjoyed himself thoroughly. He made 
many speeches, but the one feature of them 
all is the fact that he said no more when he 
was talking than when he was silent. 

His speeches were models of diplomacy. 
They were made up of many kindly words 
and genial sentiments, but in none of them 
can be foundan outline of his probable 
policy with respect to sectional issues. That 
he purposely held his tongue on this impor- 
tant question there can be no doubt. 

He informs the editor of the Chronicle 
that he has views, but that these views are 
subject to modification. Nobody knows 
what these views are, but everybody will 
presently find out, and it is to be hoped 
that they will materialize into broad, patri- 
otic and statesmanlike views.

Golonel Fry’s Mistake. 

Epitrors ConstiruTion: In your paper of 
Sunday morning there is an article by Colonel 
George T. Fry ‘‘Upon the Terminal Poiicy and Mr. 
John H. Inman,” in which these subjects are dis- 
cussed itfa kindiy wayand with the dignity and 
conservatism usual to Colonel Fry. The inference 
from his communication, however, is that Atlanta 
has no independent outl:t, I thigk if he would 
reflect he would find inthe Western and Atlantic 
and Cincinnati Southern roads an outlet for Atlenta 
not controlled by the Terminal com)inaiion, end 
also in the Atlanta and Florida road. Also in 
Colonel Fry’s road which, from all accounts, is to be 
speedily built, and which fn the near future is to be 
an important factor in Allanta’s commerce. 

I think it is unfortunate in Colonel! Fry's areu- 
ment that he refers to the decreased cotton receipts 
and smaller grocery and grain business of Atlanta 
as anfevidence that the combination of raii- 
road systems is hurtful to the interests of the coun- 
try. 

Let us look at the situation in cotton, groceries 
and grain, asit stood five yc@rsago, or even, toa 
gr@textent, last year. The proaucer of cotton at 
the smaller marketstributary to Atlanta at that 
time had to pay the local freight into Atlanta and 
the charges for rehandling. It was then taken and 
shipped, atthe through rate, from Atlanta. tothe 
eastern mills and to forefyen markets. In this way 
the producer was taxed with the local freight and 
charges to the extent of an average of perhaps two 
dollars. per bale-—this difference going into the 
pockets of the railronds and the cotton merchants 
of Atlanta. How is it now? Rates have been made 
almost identically the same from all points, and the 
planterat Newnan, or Fairburn, or Carrollton, or 
Villa Rica, or Marictta, or Cartersville, or Gaines, 
ville, or Conyers, or Covington, or Jenes- 
Griflin, gets almost identically 
thesame freight to eastern mills or to foreign 
markets thatthe merchartin Atlanta does, That 
is, the cotton brings about as much in these mar- 
kets as it doesin Atlanta, and the prodnucersin the 
country within aradius of seventy-five miles of At- 
lauta, and heretofore contiguous to that market, 
save nearly a half million Collars new on their eot- 
ton in comparison with what they did five vears 
aco, “Freightsare lower, both to the east and all 
the southern portsthan ever before, and there is, 
perhaps, no case in which the consolidation of the 
railroad systems and the cheapening of freichts has 
accrued more directly to the benefit of the people at 
large tbanthe change in mavagement of railroads 
in referenee to the cotton business, True, the cot- 
ton merchants of Atiantado not make as much 
money, nor the receipts of freights by the railroads 
ure not as large as they were under the old system, 
but their logs isthe people’s gain, and any merchant 
atthe smaller towns around Atlanta will testify 
that the beneiit to hiscommunity by the change 
has been very great. 

The same with reference to grain and he \Vy gro- 
ceries. Under the-late system these articles wero 
shipped on a through rate to Atlanta, and then, 
after paying commissions to middle men, were dis- 
tributed on hiyh local rates to the producer through- 

ut the country. Under this system the grocery 
merchant in Atianta flourtshed, but bis growth was 
atthe expeyse of the farmer and producer, who 
paid the tribute, Now grain, heavy groceries and 
provisions are laid down at the simaller places at 
almost the same cost charged for delivering them at 
the larger centers, and, as a consequence, the pro- 
ducer is buying what he needsata cheaper cost, in 
comparison with its cost at the original shipping 
point, than at any previous time,

The purchasing power of the 
farmer for all the necessaries of life is limited 
tw ja small margin, for his profits are 
not large.

CHURCHES AND PEOPLE, 


The Increase of Population is Leaving the 


Churches Behind, 
From the New York Herald. 

Joseph Strong, D. D., general secretary of 
the Evangelical Alllance forthe United States, in 
his office atthe Bible hovse, had an answer ready. 
He was just writing acirecular, which began: 

The population of New York city has for years 
been sieadily and rapidly increasing, while at the 
same time the number of churches has been re’a- 
tively decreasing. In 1840 there was one Protestant 
church to évery 2,006 people; in 1880 one to 3,000, 
and in 1587 one to 4,000. 

‘But does the smailer number of churches indi 
cate a smaller number of pews?’ the reporter asked. 
“Thechurches of today seat more people than for- 
merly.”’ 

‘My statement is equally true if you compare 
church sittings,” responded Dr. Strong, ‘‘and ehurch 
membership as well. There are two principal rea- 
sons forthe falling behind of the church in the 
cities, asthe same conditions do not exist in the 
country. 

First, the enormous growth of the cities brings 
ina great foreign element which the church does 
not reach. I believe that the church is holding its 
own with the native population, and even gaining. 

“Secondly, the church lacks organization. All 
the great forces which are shaping the world's life 
aud thought today,whether in science or politics,in- 
dustry or trade,aie based opon skillful organization, 
The Christian church is especiaily lacking in this 
point, One object of the work in which we are en- 
gaged is to bring the different-religious bodies into 
closer relationship.”’ 

The facts quoted by Dr. Strong were intended to 
apply alone to city churches, He said that in 1800 
the churchesin this country embraced less than 
eight per cet of the population, while today they 
embraced 20 per cent, counting foreigners and all 
These. figures apply lMkewlse only to Protestant 
churches,

A MURDER CASE. 


WM. MERIWETHER ON TRIAL FOR 
KILLING MARION CUNNINGH 412 
The Story of the Saturday Night Killing— 
Caught Cheating in a Game of Cards and 

Then Stabs His Man. 


Another murder case was taken up yester- 
day. 

Comparatively little has been said about the 
case, but the testimony yesterday goes to show 
murder, plain and cold blooded, and the case is 
really an important one. 

The circumstances, taken from the testimo- 
ny of a number of the witnesses, appear to be 
these: 

On Saturday night, September 29th, four 
men, the murderer and the murdered man 
amongst them, were playing cards in Jack Ry- 
an’s saloon on Ivy street, near Decatur street. 
They were playing upon the counter, Mert- 
wether standing behind it. The barkeeper 
had occasion to go behind the counter for some 
cigarettes and noticed some cards under the 
counter, and near where Meriwether was 
standing. 

‘“*T didn’t want you fellows to play here, any- 
how,”’ said he, ‘‘and ifyou can’t play fair, I 
think you’d better stop playing.” 

This broke up the game. 

‘I don’t want to play with you coons, any- 
how,”’ said Meriwether. 

“Well, if you can’t play a fair game,” said 
Cunningham, ‘I don’t want you ever to be in 
& game with me again.”’ 

‘*Well, maybe you don’t like it,’’ said Mert- 
wether. 

The two men had a few words, Meriwether 
being rather the aggressive party, but nobody 
had any idea that the matter was serious, so 
there was no interference. 

The two men were standing near together, 
and Meriwether was seen to slip his hand be- 
hind him and draw outa knife. S:ill facing 
Cunningham, and with his hands yet behind 
him, Meriwether opened the knife, and, with- 
mut a word of warning, struck a downward 
blow at Cunningham’s neck. 

The long, keen blade struck just inside the 
collar was driven straight toward 
the heart, severing the jugular vein. 
The ‘blood spurted out instantly and 
jerking his knife out, Meriwether turned and 
ran out the door. 

“Stop him,” cried Cunningham as he threw 
his hand to his throat as if to stop the flow of 
blood, ‘fhe has killed me!” 

Cunningham, himself, ran after Meriwether 
through the door and a few steps up the street, 
a crowd following. After he lad gone a short 
distance he stopped, staggered blindly a sec- 
ond and fell. A dray standing near was driven 
up and Cunningham placed init. Dr. Alley 
climbed into the dray a sccond later to exam- 
ine the wound. 

Cunningham. was dead. 

The murderer was captured about ten min- 
utes later, and carried to the stationhouse, an 
almost directly from there to the jail. 

Gartrell and Ladson are conducting the de- 
fense, while Solicitor-General Hill is conduct- 
ing the prosecution. The testimony, so far, is 
exceedingly strong against Meriwether. 

The murderer is by no means prepossessing 
in genera! appearance, being comparatively a 
young darkey, twenty-two or twenty-three, 
dark, with protruding, though notespecially 
thick lips, and wears habitually a sullen, 
morose look upon his face. 

The trial will continue today and probably 
the greater part of tomorrow. 

Ten Years Each. 

Yesterday morning, before Judge Richard 
Clark, the trial of Will Tiller and Oliver Bird, 
was concluded. 

These, it will be remembered, are the negroes 
who went into Mr. Abner’s store on Hunter 
street sometime ago and atteinpted torob him. 
One pointed a pistolin his face and threatened 
to kill him if he moved while the other started 
behind the counter towards the money drawer. 
Mr. Abner made a motion for a weapon and 
the negro fired. Both of them ran. Mr. Abner 
was severely wounded. 

The charge against the two negroes was that 
of assault with intent to murder. 

The jury found them guilty and the judge 
sentenced them for ten years each. They were 
carried back to jail and will leave in afew 
days for the camps. 

More Murder. 

As soon as the trial of Meriwether for mur- 
der is concluded, three women, also charged 
with murder, will appear before Judge Clark 
for trial. 

They are Annie Petty, Matilda Petty and 
Annie Atkinson. 

The case, as developed before Coronor Man- 
ning some time ago, is one of infanticide, the 
infant murdered being the child of Annie 
Petty.
